Holiday Drops Output to 98,008 for Week as Schedules Remain 
High; October Car Registrations Expected to Hit 170,000, 
Trucks, 42,500; 4,600,000 1936 Production is Now Assured 


Automobile production for the week end- 
Output Drops ing Nov. 28 is estimated at 98,008, with 
to 98,008in all plants holding firm, but the decrease 
Short Week a result of a general four-day week, and 
in some cases three days, because 
of the Thanksgiving holiday Thursday. A few plants 
will not reopen Friday, but all heavy volume producers 
will start their production lines Friday because of a 
large bank of unfilled orders. The revised estimate of 
last week’s production stands at 118,817, up about 400 
units from the original estimate through an unexpected 
boost in some schedules. Chevrolet will lead the heavy 
volume producers, turning out an estimated 26,000 units 
this week. Ford will account for about 24,000 and Plym- 
outh another 10,000. Dodge is running off about 5,400 units 
this week. Oldsmobile will add another 4,100 and Pontiac 
is expected to total 4,680. Buick, with lines running at full 
speed, will turn out about 4,800 units. Hudson and Ter- 
raplane combined will have a schedule of approximately 
31,100 units for the week. Studebaker is seen at 2,168 
units and Packard at 2,250. Packard orders are still 
mounting as the factory attempts to catch up on un- 
filled orders. Chrysler production lines are expected to 
turn out about 2,000 jobs and De Soto another 1,600. Nash 
and LaFayette will probably total about 1,300 for the 
short week. Willys is still busy on show models and is 
probably running at about 150 jobs a week until a sudden 
spurt will put that company into full production. Orders 
on hand at the Willys plant now total nearly its original 
production estimate of 70,000 1937 models, and it is ex- 
pected that once the plant gets started on retail orders 
the production rate will be substantially boosted over 
the original projection. Graham this week is expected 
to total 550 and Cadillac and LaSalle about 880, up de- 
cidedly from the past few weeks’ output. Auburn-Cord 
and miscellaneous companies, including truck plants, will 
add more than 5,000, to bring the total for the week to 
an estimated 98,008 units. According to revised estimates 
made by ADN, production in 1936 now stands at 4,020,424, 
as of Nov. 28.

Previous 
to the change in model announcements, October totals 
ran higher than this year, but, nevertheless, this is the 
highest total for the month since 1929. It had been ex- 
pected that October would be the low point in this year’s 
registrations and from now on passenger car sales will

show a rapid gain. No indication of November trends 
have yet been received, but if automobile shows reports 
and showroom crowds the past few weeks mean any- 
thing, November should show a decided spurt.

Truck registrations in October, based on 
the same 40 states, indicate a total for the 
month of 42,500 units. The states already 
reported total 30,185 against 26,918 for the 
same states last year. In 1935 they ac- 
counted for about 71 per cent of the total month’s sales. 
At the estimated 42,500 units, truck registrations for 
October would be the highest for the month, with the 
exception of 1929, in the history of the industry. October, 
on the basis of the estimate, was the first month this 
year that truck registrations did not set a new high for 
the month.

With production figures now available for 
October it seems definitely assured that 
the industry will meet its earlier projec- 
tions of 4,600,000 for the calendar year of 
1936. The October figure for the United 
States and Canada, including both cars and trucks, was 
229,989 units, bringing the total for the first 10 months of 
this year to 3,691,923. This total is only 255,011 units below 
the total of 3,946,934 cars and trucks which were pro- 
duced for the entire 12 months of 1935. With November 
and December still to be added to this total there seems 
little chance that the year’s actual total will fall below

the 4,600,000 quota. During the closing two months of 
1935 the industry produced 821,789 units in the United 
States and Canada. This year it still lacked some 900,000 
units of its quota at the end of October. If the normal 
increase which has held throughout the first 10 months 
of the year continues the closing two months will equal 
if not pass the 900,000 mark. These projections of course 
are based on normal operation without unusual interrup- 
tion. That retail sales have kept pace with production 
during the entire year is shown by the fact that produc- 
tion for the domestic market totaled 2,743,964 passenger 
cars while registrations of new cars totaled 2,852,377 in 
the first 10 months. Commercial cars produced for the 
domestic market in the same period totaled 547,973 while 
domestic registrations totaled a little better than 531,000 


units.

A reduction of 90 units in stocks of used cars 
was registered by San Francisco dealers dur- 
ing October, according to the monthly report 
of the Motor Car Dealers’ Assn. of San Fran- 
cisco, issued this week. The reduction re- 
flects a certain amount of clean-up pressure, however, 
since the average selling price of used cars during the 
month was down $13 from the September level. Sales 
were up 30 units over September and the average value of 
cars in inventory Nov. 1 showed a reduction of $5 from 
the value at the beginning of the month. By and large, 
the condition is very favorable, since there was close to 
100 per cent turnover during the month, but the fact that 
the average loss per used vehicle climbed from $66 in 
September to $74 in October is a step in the wrong direc- 
tion. Sales during October totaled 2,163 units against 
2,133 in September and 1,380 in October a year ago. In- 
ventories at the end of October totaled 2,292 units against 
2,382 at the end of September and 1,577 at the end of Oc- 
tober, a year ago. The average selling price during Oc- 
tober is given as $277 against $290 in September and 
$293 in October a year ago. Average value of cars in in- 
ventory at the-end of October is placed at $351 against 
$356 at the end of September and $363 at the end of Oc- 
tober last year. That there is some improvement this 
year over last year is shown by the fact that sales dur- 
ing October last year were only about 74 per cent of in- 
ventories at the beginning of the month, whereas this 
year sales accounted for approximately 91 per cent of 
inventories at the beginning of the month.
